But the main 
fact remains that the cholce to be 
made is botween a world dls- 
arming and -a world rearming. | 
Mr. Henderson,-the President of 
the Disarmament Conference, Tee, 
cently urged the Powers to “bring 
forward a practical programme of 
substantial réeductiona to include 
the weapons prohibited to Gor- 
many and othor nations” under the 
Peace Treaties. “Such a pro- 
gramme,” he hold, “would impress 
the world nnd indicate to the 
vanquished powers that they were 
determined to redeem long-stand- 
ing pledges and would make a sct- 
tlement of the German difficulty 
considerably cusier.” This fa the 
right road to equality—the road 
of Disarmament, World peace and 
security require that the natlona 
shall take that rond. As Germany 
has declared, “the disarmament 
specialiats of the victorious 
Powers Inserted an endless list of 
aygreaslve weapons in the 1919 
Treaties and oxacted their aban- 
donment by the Central Powers.” 
Their abandonment was exacted 
not “solely” to end German mili- 
tariam but also as “a first step 
towards the reduction and limita- 
tlon” of world armaments as one 
of the most fruitful’ preventives 
of war and “which it will be one 
of the first duties of the League of 
Nations to promote.” The Timer 
has declared that “Germany can- 
not properly .demand the equal 
rights to which membership of the 
League undoubtedly entitle her 
unless ‘she intends to be a loyal 
member of the League and to 
abide by the doctrines for which 
it stands.” That is unquestionably 
true. But such loyalty is equally 
incumbent upon the other States 
Members. And -Disarmament ix 
not only a doctrine of the League, 
it-is one of its “first duties.” The 
extent to which this duty has not 
been performed is shown by the 
colossal armaments that exist to- 
day and the enormous annual ex- 
penditure upon their production

THE ALTERNATIVES 


Mr. Ramsay MacDonald’s de- 
claration that the keynote*of Bri- 
tain’s policy is not rearmament 
but disarmament, whilst reassur- 
ing, is in no sense surprising, since 
it is merely «reaffirmation -of 
many past utterances ‘by respon- 
sible British statesmen. It is 
satisfactory to note, also, that 
whilst the British Government has 
not been altogether pleased by the 
manner in which Germany has 
brought forward her claim to 
equality in armaments, there is tio 
opposition, in principle, to the 
demand. On the ‘other hand, it is 
natural that there should be some 
regret felt that Germany is dis- 
inclined to talk matters over at 
the suggested. Four-Power Confer- 
ence in Geneva, since this gather- 
ing would give her every oppor- 
tunity to present her ense In de- 
tail. The German anawer, pro- 
bably, is that there is nothing 
further to add to her claim, which 
is merely that equality of arma- 
ments be effected, and that the 
simplest way to achieve this end 
ia for the other Powors to livo up 
to their promiscs. 

Boiled down to its ossentials, 
the German claim is a definite 
challenge to the sincerity of the 
Powers’ disarmament declarations 
and intentions. If there are fears 
that the German interprotation of 
equality is a desire to rearm, the 
best way. of dissipating this is 
| surely to accept the domand and 
procecd to auch a measure of dis- 
{armament ag will attain this end. 


What the peoples of the world 
demand is a drastic reduction in 
these national armaments, Yet it 
has been argued that if some rea- 
sonable proof can be given’ that 
Germany renlly intends to do her 
part in promoting her idea) of 
European solidarity, it should be 
possible to agree to her posses- 
sion, in a limited degree, of all 
those weapons which other coun- 
tries retain. Does this mean that 
even in “a limited degree” Ger- 
many is to be allowed to recover 
the right to arms which at present 
she is forbidden by the Peace 
Treaty to possess? Are we to 
understand that weapons which 
were judged to be “aggressive” in 
1919 have become merely “defen- 
sive’ in 19382? Or is it that Ger- 
many is to be allowed to rearm in 
order that the other nationa :nay 
evade disarmament? That way 
will lead to a new race in arma- 
ments, and that way will lead to 
war, 


Roosevelt and Walker.

USSIAN women had in tho 

‘ old . daya a reputation for 
beauty and a special charm, but I 
did not sce many beautiful faccs 
in Leningrad or Moscow. | It takes 
generations of cultured living to 
Pproduco certain typed: of beauty, 
and if these are‘absent now it may 
be because the class which produced 
therh has disappeared. I do not 
know. What is certain is that you 
may sec on every hand large num- 
bors of girls of benutiful figure 
and carriage, with fino, strong, 
open faceg, deop busts, strong limbs. 
Such women are invading the 
factorics and the workshops in 
growing numbers. Two years ago 
there were already over three 
million women trade unionists In 
Rusatn, and half no million must 
have been added to tho-total since, 
for the need for them Js unabated 
and every inducement {is used to 
tempt them from the kitchen and 
the wash tub. There is hardly o 
trado or a calling in which thoy are 
not seen. One finds them at foun- 
dry furnaces, the Inthe and 
the drilling machine. They. sre 
masons, housebfeakers and navvies 
‘and are volunteering for the mincs. 


Lovely Girl Navvies. 


’ A group: of girls engaged in 
shovelling sand at the new canal 
works outside Moscow were beauti- 
ful enough in proportion and poise 
to have delighted a Rodin.

they? . And I am told the pattern 
counters in the shops are much 
run upon. But times are hard, 
and thought hana to be ‘given ‘to’ 
other things. : .

Tho vory sudden death of Sir 
Robort Clayton-Enst-Clayton, which

DIVER'S DEATH .. 


CONTINUATION OF THE 
' INQUEST: 
- Further evidence was heard yes-_ 
terday in connexlon with the death 
of an Australian diver, Willlam 
Ramsay Stoyens, who was dragged 
to tho surface of the harbour on 
Soptember 20, minus tho helmet of 
nis diving guit. - ‘ 

‘A Coroner's inquest fa boing held 
and to-day 
will mark the fourth day's hearing. 
Medical ovidence given on the first 
day indicated that death had been 
caused by suffocation, with drown- 
ing ns 4 supplementary cause. 

‘A naval expert said that death 
was possibly caused by a mistake in 
signals, insufficient air being pump- 
ed to the’ diver; who sadet,.o final 
mad offort to get to the surface by 
removing the helmet. 

Evidence. was giver, yesterday 
afternoon by the foreman of the 
surface gang and the fokl in charge 
of the air line. 

Fung Kan, the foreman, sald the 
decensed did not give the signal. 
agreed upon when he reached the 
bottom. Two minutes’ after the 
descent he signalled for less air, 
and the fokis working the air pump 
were immediately instructed to go 
slower. 

Witness said the next signal was 
four pulls of the rope, which in- 
dicated the diver wanted to come 
to the surface. The .rope was 
hauled up, and for the firat. few 
pulls the weight appeared to bo 
normal. Then suddenly it’ seemed 
to grow heavier. 

The first thing witness saw was 
the head of the diver. He was not 
wearing a helmet.

Saw Bubbles Rising. 


The decensed was hauled on to 
the barge und laid face down on the 
deck. 
open and water flowed 
ulso came from the dead man’s 
mouth.

Questioned by Mr. Schofield, 
witness said he saw bubbles coming 
to the: surface until the head ap- 
peared. He did not see a big 
bubble rise. : 

“Answering further questions, 
witness said the diver had copied 
the signals in his notebook and 
fully understood them, Witness 
denied that he had said a signal 
was given when the diver reached 
the bottom. In his experience he 
had never known 2 diver to fail in 
sending up a° signal when the 
bottom was reached.) . 

Lam Kan corroborated much of 
the previous witness’s evidence. 
He anid he was in charge of the 
air line, which functioned without 
a hiteh. 

The inquest was adjourned until 
to-day. - ;

MR. WM. RUSSELL LEAVING 


By the retirement of Mr. 
William Russell, Marine Surveyor 
in the Harbour Department, 
and by his departure for 
Scotland in March next year, the 
Colony will loso yet another link 
with-the beginning of the present 
contury. - ' ~ 

‘Mr. Russell came out to the 
Enst from Scotland 37 years ago, 
and for the Inst 28 years has been 
in Hongkong. With the exception. 
of four ocensions, when he pro- 
ceeded Home on leave, Mr. Ruseell 
has never left the Colony since 
his arrival hore in 1904. 

On his arrival in Hongkong, 
Mr. Russell joined the “Marine 
Survoyors Department, which then 
consisted of three surveyors. It 
wns not until twenty years later 
that a fourth surveyor was Op- 
pointed to the Department, but tn 
1928 the number jumped up to 
fourteen, oxemplifying the growth 
of the Colony within the past ten 
years. , 

During the time ho was attach- 
ed to the Department, thousands 
of passenger ships passed through 
Mr. Russell’s hands, his duty be- 
Ing to issue certificates regarding 
capacity and life-saving appara- 
tus. It fs rather a unique record 
that during the whole tlme not 
one casualty was suffercd through 
the negligence of departmental of- 
ficers, and Hongkong {s one of the 
few ports that can bonst of this 
record. - 

Speaking of his experience to « 
representative of the Press, Mr. 
Rumsell said that the - standard 

red) oof) abips— had been 
advancing the whole time he 
was associated with the de- 
partment. This, he stated, 
was principally due to pressure 
from the Board of Trade, to bring 
the Eastern standards into line 
with B.O.T. requirements.

All those who participat- 
ed jn the ceremony were decorat- 
ed with medals that were special- 
ly struck for the oceasion. Be- 
Sides Mr. Russell, other persons 
who were in the Hongkong ron- 
tingent Included Mr. S. Frith, Mr. 
G. G. Wood (now of Messrs. Leigh 
and Orange), Mr. G. P.. Lammert, 
the well-known local share-broker, 
and Mr. Melvor, of the Harbour 


JOffice. 


Mr. Russell has glways taken an 
active part in sporting activities 
during his long stay in the Colony, 
although during the past fow 
years he has limited hia activitics 
to golf. He has won the - Open 
Champlonship of the Colony on 
two occasions, and has been a 
member of the Hongkong . Lawn 
Bowls Association for 28 years. 

During his younger days, Mr. 
Russell was prominently associat- 
ed.with the Hongkong Volunteer 
forces, nnd was- an officer for 
over 20 years. He was 0.C.’ the 
Engineers Corps during the Great 
War, the Corps taking over con- 
trol of the lights at Lyemoon, Bel- 
chers and . Stonceutters. At the 
beginning of the war the strength 
of the Compnny wns 80,-and from 
this small number Mr. Russell 
saw {t gain a atrength of over 300 
in 1919. : 

“There have been manv changes 
in Hongkong since I came here,” 
Mr. Ruascll. sald, “and very few 
of the old people who came” out 
at the same time as I did are left 
to-day. When I leave next March 
1 will take away.many memories 
of associates who have become 
yory close to me, and I will leave 
the Colony with no little regret.”

The hull is divided into ning com- 
partments by oight watertight bulk- 
heads, five, of which ara provided with 
watertight doors, three closing 
vertically and two, horizontally;. the 
doors are operated hydro-clectricnlly 
on the Stone system and the vessel 
can remain aflont with one of its 
compartments. flooded.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 
SOUTH CHINA. 


MR. P, 3. CASSIDY ‘TALKS: 
‘TO "VARSITY STUDENTS 


“Tho function of the foreign im- 
porter in tho trade of South Chinn” 
was the subject of an intoresting 
lecture given by Mr. P, 8. Cansidy 
at the Univorsity Inst night, 


‘Tfore a largo gathoring of mombors 


of the Law and Commerce Society. 


Mr. Cassldy sketched: in dotail 
tho advont of tho foreign importer 
into the trade and commerce of 
South China: how he came to act as 
a link betwoon the foreign producer 
and the Chinese consumer: how, ha 
organised his business, and Isatly 
what the futuro held out for him. 


Dwelling on tho first pofnt, the 
lecturer said that the Portugueso 
entered the trado and ‘commerco of 
South China from the end of the 
16th. century, They wore followed 
by the Dutch, .and later by tho 
Enst Indin Company, which was 
chartered in 1600 and which held 
the monopoly for British trade 
until 1884. Tho trade was mostly 
In allk, but by tho end of tho 18th, 
century ten had become an article 
of greator importance. - os 


Trade in those carly days was 
carried on by barter, the . carly 
ploncers oxchanging lead, tin, 
copper, woollens and Inter Lan- 
unshire cottons for silk. and tea, 
Spanish dollars were nlso used for 
exchange purposes. 


Honghong’s Rise, 


British merchants held the _ as- 
eendancy in trade in the carly days 
of Hongkong, but.they were soon 
joined by Germans, who were oc- 
eupied chiefly with the sundry 
trade- in clocks, watches, em- 
hroideries and hardware. British 
importers, however, benefited

forcign goods was expanding, and 
manufacturers in ‘Greot Britain 
held the lead over other European 
countries in the development of 
oversens trade. ‘ 


The Inst quarter of the 19th. 
century saw.a struggle for markets 
on a far more intense scale than 
the struggle for the produce of the 
Enst of the previous three con- 
turics. With the growth of Hong- 
kong as a shipping port, there was 
also a demand for ship stores, and 
the establishment of many ship- 
chandlers. 


This period saw great progress 
made in the building activities of 
the Colony, and brought ‘a demand 
for hardware and 
materials, The intercourse be- 
tween Chinese and Europeans led 
to-the wealthy Chinese indulging in 
many of the comforts and luxuries 
which they saw in the houses of 
their European associates. 


The Western Influence. 


Later still, many of the younger 
generation returning from schools 


Jand universities in Europe or Am- 


erica would naturally require many 
of the concomitants of Western 
style of life. Streama of Chinese 
who had gono-to the four quarters 
of the world were beginning to 
trickle back to their native land, 
bringing with them a wide know- 
ledge of the use of machinery 
and a desire for a more comfortable 
standard of life to that which had 
contented thelr fathers. 


The beginning of the 20th. cen- 
tury saw ‘a‘further dveelopment in 
trade, and many commodities: such 
ns oil, tobatco, chemicals, canned 
milk, etc, are now no longer sold 
mainly through the: foreign im- 
porter, but have their own 
organisations. The large universal 
stores, of which Hongkong has 
every reason to feel proud, sprang 
up, and in their early years made 
full use of the services of the 
foreign importer. Now they have 
their own buying houses in other 
parts of the world, In spite of all,

Dealing with the third point of 
how the business of the foreign im- 
porter is organised, tho lecturer 
said it may be done by a big con- 
cern With branches in other parts 
of China, or by a private firm con- 
fined only to Hongkong. The 
lecturer also dealt in detail with 
the working of a picce-goods de- 
partnient, and the complete trans- 
action for n particular line of 
fanty cottons from tho first quotn- 
tion at the opening of the buying 
season until the clearance of goods 
for shipment into the Interior. He 
also utlined the relations of the 
importer with the outfitters stores, 
manufacturers’ representatives 
taking orders and getting them 
confirmed by the foreign importer. 
The expansion of this business fol- 
lowed in consequence of the big de- 
mand for foreign-style clothing and 
ane for sporting ‘equipment and 

it. 

The speaker admitted that he had 
only given a series of glances. at 
the importers business, and had 
said nothing of the trade done in 
machinery, metals, flour, sugar, 
etc, with which many foreign {m- 
porters were closely concerned. 
He quoted the statistics for the 
year 1981 the total imports during 
which period amounted to $737,- 
000, A 

The Future Outlook. 

Touching on the last point, a8 to 
what the future held for the im- 
porter, Mr. Cassidy said that Im- 
porters would probably be concerns 
ed less and less with primary pro- 
ducts, and devote attention to the 
high grade output of European and 
American factories. 

Concluding, Mr. Cassidy said. 
“And 80, a8 I sca it, the evolution 
of trade will find the foreign im- 
porter adapting. himself. to the re- 
quirements of his customer, and 
whatever those requirements may 
be, .and however often they may 
change, I hnve no doubt that he 
will be rendy to supply what is 
wanted to the satisfaction of his 
customer and at small gain to him- 
self", ‘ 

At the conclusion of the address 
there was a discussion in which 
Prof. Rohertson, Prof, Middleton- 
mea and Mr, M.-F, Key took 
part.

THE ALTERNATIVES 


Mr. Ramsay MaeDonald'’s de- 
claration that the keynote of Bri- 
tain’s polfey is not renrmament 
but disarmament, whilst rengsur- 
ing, is In no sense surprising, since 
it is merely a reaffirmation of 
many past utterances by respon- 
sible British statesmen, It ia 
Satisfactory to. note, also, ‘that 
whilst the British Government hns 
not been altogether plensed by the 
manner in which Germany has 
brought forward her claim to 
equality in armaments, there is no 
opposition, in principle, to the 
demand. On the other-hand, it is 
natural that there should be some 
Tegret felt that Germany is dis- 
inclined to talk mutters over al 
the suggested Four-Power Confer- 
ence ‘in Geneva, since thig gather- 
ing would give. her every oppor- 
tunity to present her case in de- 
tail. The Gorman answer, pro- 
bably, is that there is nothing 
further to add to her claim, which 
is‘merely that equality of arma- 
ments be effected, and. that the 
simplest way to achleve this ond 
Ys for tho other Powers to live up 
to their promises, - 

‘Boiled down to its cssentials, 
the Gorman -claim is a definite 
challenge to the sincerity of the 
Powers’ disarmament declarations 
lana intentions, If there aro fears 
that the German interpretation of 
equality da a desire to rearm, the 
best way of dissipating this {s 
Surely to accopt the demand and 
Proceed to such a measuro of dis- 


iarmamont aa will attain this end. 


As matters are at present, how- 
Jever, there is suspicion.-and dis-° 
,truat on both sides, But the main 
fact r8mains that the choice to be 
mado is “between a world dig- 
arming and a world rearming. ! 
Mr. Henderson, tho President of 
the Disarmamont Conference, re-- 
cently urged the Powers to “bring 
forward n practical programme of 
substantial reductions to include 
the weapons prohibited to Ger- 
many and other nations” under the 
Peace Treaties. “Such“a pro- 
gramme,” ho held,“would impress 
the world and indlcate’ to tho 
vanquished powers that they wero. 
determined to redeem -long-stand- 
ing pledges and would make a sct- 
tlement ‘of the German dimeulty 
considerably easier.” Thig fs the 
right road -to equality—tho road 
of Disarmament. World pence and 
security require that the nations 
Bhall take that-rond. As ‘Germany 
has declared, “the disarmament 
specialists of tho victorious 
Powers inserted an endless list of 
aggressive weapons in the 1919 
Treatics and exacted their aban- 
donment by the Central Powers.” 


Their abandonment “was exacted | 


not “solely” to end German mil{- 
tariam but also as “a first atep 

towards the reduction and limita- 

tion” of world armaments as one 
of the most fruitful preventives 

of war-and “which it will be one 

of the first duties of the League of 
Nations to promote." The Times 
has declared that “Germany can. 
not properly demand the equa] 
rights to which membership of the 

League undoubtedly entitle her 
unleks she intends to be a loyal 
member of the League and’ to 
abide by the doctrines for which 
it stands.” That is unquestionably 
true. But such loyalty is equally 
incumbent upon the other States 
Members, And Disarmament ia 
not only a doctrine of the League, 
it ia one of its “frat duties.” The 
extent to which thia duly has not 
been performed is shown by the 
colossal armaments that. exint to- 

day and the enormots annual ex- 

penditure upon their production 
and maintenance, 

‘ What the peoples of the world 
demand is a drastic reduction in 

these national armaments, Yet it 
bas been argued that if some rea- 
sonable proof can be given that 
Germany really intends to do her; 
part in promoting her ideal of 
European solidarity, it should ‘be 
possible to agree to her poascs- 
sion, in a limited degree, of all 
those weapons which other coun- 
tries retain. Does this mean that 
even in “a Iimited degree’ Ger- 

many is to be. allowed to recover 

the right to arms which at prasent 

she {s forbidden by the Peace 

Trenty to possess? Are’ we. to 

underatand that weapons which 

Were judged to be “aggressive” in| 
1919 have become merely “defen- 
sive” in 1932? Or fs it that Gor. 
many is to be allowed to rearm in 
order that the other nations :nay 
evade disarmament? That way 
Will lead to a new race in arma- 
ments, and that way will lead to 
war, 2

DIVER'S DEATH _ 


CONTINUATION OF THE 
INQUEST 


Further cvidence was heard yes- 
terday in connexion with the death 
of an Australian | diver, Willfam 
Ramany Stevens, who was dragged 
to the surface of the harbour on 
September 20, minus tho helmet of 
his diving suit. as 

‘A Coroner’s Inquest is being held 
before Mr. Schoficld,. and to-day 
will mark the fourth day’s hearing. 
Medical evidence given on the first 
day indicated that death had been 
caused by suffocation, with drown- 
ing og a supplementary cause. 

‘A naval export said that death 
was-posdibly caused by a mistake In 
signals, insufficient air being pump- 
ed to the diver, who made ao final 
mud effort to act to the surface by 
removing the helmet. 

Evidence was given yesterday 
afternoon by the foreman of the 
surface gang and the foki in charge 
of the air ne. , 

Fung Kan, the foreman, said the 
deceased did‘ not give the signal 
agreed upon when he reached the 
bottom. Two minutes after the 
descent he signalled for less air, 
and the fokis working the air pump 
were immedintely {nstructed to go 
slower. ° 

Witness sald the next signal was 
four pulls of the rope, which in- 

| dicated the diver wanted to come 
to the surface. The ropo was 
hauled up, and for the firat fow 
pulls’ the weight appeared to be 
normal. Then suddenly it seemed 
to grow heavier. : 

‘\ Phe first thing witness saw was 
the hend of the diver. He was not 
wearing & helmet. 


Saw Bubbles Rising. - 


The deceased was hauled on to 
the barge-nnd laid face down on the 
deck. The diving suit was ripped 
open and water flowed out. Water 
also came from the dead = man’s 
mouth. ‘ 

Questioned by Mr. Schofield, 
witness paid he saw bubbles coming 

surface .until the head ap- 
penred, He did not sce a big 
bubble rise.

MR. WM. RUSSELL LEAVING 


By tho retirement of Mr. 
Wililam Russoll, Marine Surveyor 
{nthe Harbour Department, 
and) by his departure for 
Scotland in March next year, the 
Colony will lose yet another link 
with the beginning of the present 
century, =~ 

Mr. Russell came out to the 
Enst from Scotland 37 ycars ago, 
and for the-last 28 years has been 
in Hongkong. With the exception 
of four occasions, when he pro- 
vecded Home on leave, Mr. Russell 
has nover left the Colony since 
his arrival here in 1904. : 

On his arrival in Hongkong, 
Mr. Russell joined the Marine 
Survoyors Department, which then 
consisted of three surveyors. “It 
waa not until twenty years later 
that n.fourth surveyor waa ap- 
pointed to the Department, but in 
1928 the number jumped up to 
fourteen, exemplifying the growth 
of the Colony within the past ten 
years. © . : 
During the time he was attach- 
ed to the Department, thousands 
of passenger ships passed through 
Mr. Russell’s hands, his duty be- 
ing to issue certificates regarding 
capacity and life-saving appara- 
tus. It is rather a unique record 
that during the whole time not 
one casualty was suffercd through 
the negligence of departmental of- 
ficers, and Hongkong is ono of the 
few ports that can bonst.of this 
revord. 

Speaking of his experience to a 
rep mtative of the Press, Mr. 
Russell sald) that the atandard 
required of ahips had been 

the whole time he 
was associated with the de- 
partment. This, he stated, 
was principally due to pressure 
fram the Board of Trade, to bring:

The hull is divided Into nine com- 
partments by eight watertight bulk- 
heads, five of which aro provided with 
watertight doors, three closing 
vertically and two horizontally; the 
doorn are operated hydro-clectrically 
on the Stone system and the vensel 
enn romain afloat: with one of 
compartments flooded.

FOREIGN TRADE IN - 
SOUTH CHINA. 


MR. P. $! CASSIDY TALKS 
- TO 'VARSITY STUDENTS 


“The function of the foreign im- 
porter In the trade of South China’ 
was tho subject of on foteresting 
lecture given by Mr. P. 3. Casaldy. 
at the University Inat night, | be- 
fore a largo gathering of mombers 
of the Law and Commorce Society. 


Mr. Cassidy sketched in detail 
tho advent of the foroign importer 
into the trado and commerce of 
South China: how he camo to act as 
a link between tho foreign producer 
andthe Chinese consumer: how ho 
organised his business, and lastly 


Dwelling on the first point, the 
lecturer said that the Portugueso 
enterod the trade and commerce of 

‘South China from tho end of the. 
16th. century. , Thoy wero followed 
by the Dutch, and later by the 
East Indian Company, which was 
chartered in 1600 and which held 
the. monopoly for British trade 
until 1634. ‘Tho trado was mostly 
in pilk, but by the end of the 18th. 
century tea had become an article 
of g cater importance. 


Trado in those early days was 
carried on by barter, the early 
ploneers exchanging «lead, tin, 
copper, woollens and later Lan- 
cashire cottons for silk and tea. 
Spunish dollars were also used for 
exchange purposes, 


Hongkong’s Rise. . 


Rritish merchants held the _as- 
condancy in trade in the early days 
of Hongkong, but they were soon 
joined by Germans, who wero ‘oc- 
cupied chiefly with tho sundry 
trade in clocks, watches, em- 
broideries and hardware. British 
importers, however, benefited 
greatly as the Chinese demand for 
foreign goods was expanding, and 
manufacturers in Great Britain 
held the lead ovor other European 
countries In the development of 

1 Joversens trade. 


The last quarter: of the 19th. 
century saw a struggle for markets 
on a far more intense scale than 
the struggle for the produce of the 
East of the previous threo con- 
turles.

which they saw in the houses of 
their European associates. | 


The Western Influence. 


Later still, many of the younger 
gencration returning from schools 
and universities in Europe or Am- 
erica would naturally require many 
of the’ concomitants ..of: .Western 
style of life. Streama of Chinese 
who had gone to the four quarters 
of the world were beginning to 
trickle back to their native land, 
bringing with them a wide know- 
ledge of the use of machinery 
and a desire for a more comfortable 
standard of life to that which had 
contented their fathers. 


The beginning of the 20th, cen- 
tury saw a further dycelopment in 
trade, and many commodities such 
as oil, tobacco, chemicals, canned 
milk, etc, aro now no longer sold 
mainly through the foreign im- 
porter, but have thelr own 
organisations. The largo aalvere) 
stores, of which Hongkong has 
every reason to foel proud, sprang 
up, and in their early years made 
full uge of the services of the 
foreign importer.

The speaker admitted that. he had 
only given ao series of glances “at 
the importers business, and had 
said nothing of the trade done In 
machinery, metals, flour, sugar, 
ete, with which many foreign {m- 
porters were closely concerned. 
He quotcd the statistics for the 
year 1931 the total imports during 
which period amounted . to $787,- 
000,000. 

The Future Outlook. 


Touching on the last point, as to 
what the future held for the im- 
porter, Mr. Cassidy said that im- 
porters weuld probably be concern- 
ed less and less with primary pro- 
ducts, and devote attention to the 
high grade output of European and 
American factories. 

Concluding, Mr. Cassidy said.
